Education for Democracy. 


If our democratic form of govern- 
ment is to endure, the average intel- 
ligence of our citizenship must be 
maintained -at the highest possible 
level. In a democracy, vested prop- 
erty rights and respect, for the per- 
sonal rights of others are necessarily 
proportional to the educational level 
of the people, for even morality is 
but a fruit of applied education, Com- 
munistic and bolshevie ideas breed in 
an atmosphere poisoned by prejudice, 
envy, mistrust and class jealousy, all 
of which are rooted in ignorance. Edu- 
cation is an insurance against these 
ills, 

The expense of a sound and com- 
prehensive system of public schools 
should ever be considered as a public 
investment, the same as an investment 
in good roads or other public improve- 
ments. For, while the immediate 
benefits of public education may ac- 
crue to the individual, the larger and 
'more Jasting benefits, accruing from 
the education of the individual, must 
ever rebound to the benefit of the com- 
i; munity of which the individual is a 
| part. 

Prior to 1918, our school system 
| was operated by a councilmanic board 
| appointed by the mayor and general 
;council, similar to the committee at 
| present in charge of the police depart- 
ment. 


Council Controlled Schools. 

| The school system in operation was 
the old “7 and 4” or seven elementary 
and four high school grades, There 
were no recognized standards of edu- 
cutional qualifications as to teachers 
or principals; the curriculum was 
antiquated and the buildings were di- 
lapidated, and there was not a mod- 
ern or fire-proof school building in the 
entire city. All sehools were horribly 
| overcrowded and under-equipped; the 
| teachers were underpaid and overload- 
ied, with an average, in the’ white 
| grammar grades, ranging from 50 to 
,60 children per class room. The ree- 
ognized standard per class room is 
309 children per teacher. Atlanta’s 
school system was rated by the United 
States bureau of education as the low- 
est in “the country for cities of simi- 
lar size. Conscious of the failure of 
the old system, the citizens of Atlan- 
ta started an agitation in the early 
part of 1918, known as the “‘wake-up- 
daddy” movement. This grew rapid- 
ly into city-wide proportions and re- 
sulted in a memorial to the legislature 
that summer, signed by many thou- 
sands of our citizens, petitioning for 
an amendment to the city charter 
whereby the publie schools were to 
be removed frum the control of city 
couneil and a separate and independ- 
ent board of education authorized and

of Atlanta's schools and to recom- 
mend a system suitable to her présent 
needs with plans for a systematic fu- 
ture development.

‘months were spent on this survey by 
a field staff of more than thirty peo- 


ple under the personal direction of 
Dr. N. I. Engelhardt. The results 
of this comprehensive survey were 


'»ublished in two volumes fully illus- 


trated, with charts, tables, and photo- 


'graphs, disclosing and depicting the 
schools |

at that time. These volumes should 
be consulted now by those who wish 


'te compare our present schools with 


those of only ten short years ago. 
Strayer and Engelhardt recommend- 
ed the K-6-3-3 system for Atlanta. 
That is a system consisting of one 
grade of kindergarten, six grades of 
elementary; three grades of interme- 
diate or junior high, and three grades 
of senior high school classes. This 
recommendation was approved by the 
board of education, concurred in by 
the bond commission and also ap- 
proved by the mayor and general coun- 
cil. <A city-wide referendum election 
was held on the question and a. bond 
issue of four million’ five hundred 
thousand dellars to carry the plan into 
effect. The people voted overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the bond issue and 


ithe new system. 


$4.500.000 of Bond Money. 
Out of this bond issue 19 new mod- 
ern fireproof school buildings were 


The greatest tax that may be im- | 


constructed, including the first units 
of three junior high schools and two 
senior high school buildings. Later 
the new Girls’ High school was also 
constructed. In 1926 another bond 
issue of four million dollars was vot- 
ed to construct the Hoke‘Smith Junior 
High school, complete the three other 
junior high schools, construct ten new 
elementary school buildings for re- 
placements, and 31 new projects con- 
sisting of remodelings and additions to 
existing school buildings. Most of 
these projects have now, been complet- 
ed, the rest are under construction, 
So that since the city decided to reor- 
ganize its school system on the junior 
high plan, about 1921, 29 new school 
buildings and 31 new additions to old 
buildings have been constructed, at a 
cost of about nine million dollars, on 
the K-6-5-3 basis... 

The new system was put into, ef- 
fect in 1923 and 1924, but without 
the proper financial: support to care 
for the necessary increase in expense 
due to the increased scope of the sys- 
tem. However, as others have told 
you, the new system has been emi- 
nently successful from an educational 
standpoint and amply justified the 
wisdom of its adoption. 

Junior Highs Introduced. 


The junior high school was imtroduc- 
ed about 16 years ago to bridge the 
gap between the elementary grades 
and the old classical four grades of 
high school in order. to furnish a 
stronger appeal to adolescent youth 
and hold it over to the senior high 
school, or if not, at least turn it out 
better qualified for its life work than 
under the old plan, where most boys 
and girls left school at the sixth or 
seventh grades. 

When it is remembered that, on the 
average, only about one pupil out of 
16, originally enrolled, finish high 
school and matriculate for college, the 
advantages offered by K-6-3-3 plan 
must be apparent. 

In view of the fact that some erit- 
icism is heard of the junior high 
school system, emanating from those 
not familiar with the subject, let us 
inguire a moment as to the status of 
the system throughout the country. 
What has been its development? How 
widely has it been adopted? 

In answer to these questions I shall 
quote from an article on education, 
written by Dr. Phillip W. lL. Cox, 
of New York university, for the 1928 
edition of the American Year Book 
just published. Dr. Cox says: “While 
no data are available for the period 
since 1926 (when 3,526 ‘reorganized’ 
high schools containing: junior high 
schools of some sort were reported), 


ithere can be little doubt but that the 


rake of increase of new units and en- 
roliments has been even more rapid 
since that time than before it. Seventy- 
four per cent of the sixty-eight cities 
whose population in 1926 was 100,000 
had already established junior high 
schéols and 61 per cent of the 180 
cities whose population was between 
00,000 and 100,000 had also done so. 
- «.+ Only less remarkable than the 
growth of the junior high schools are 
the current developments in the junior 
college field—particularly of public 
junior colleges. From 1922 to 1927, 
the number of junior colleges of all 
types increased from 207 units with 
16.121 students, to 325 units with 35,- 
330 students.” 
Atlanta Must Choose. 


The above gives some idea of the} 


growth and expansion’ of the junior 
high school system and the ideas un- 
derlying it, even to a 1emarkable de- 
velopment of the junior college by 
many cities ‘throughout the country. 
The trend is clearly toward a better 
educated public rather than toward a 
curtailment of educational advantages. 
(‘an we afford to lag too far behind? 
Shall we go forward in step with the 
best ideas in edticational progress, or 
shall we take a backward turn and 
revert to the old and practically obso- 
lete system of “eight and four?’ 
Should we do so, at least $3,000,000 
invested’ in junior high buildings 
would be wasted; another $3,000,000 
would be required to enlarge the 
senior high schools to accommodate 
the ninth grade and provide additions 
to present grammar schools to take 
care of the seventh and eighth grades 
thrown back from the junior high 
schools. Or, in other words after wast- 
ing &5,000,000, another bond issue of 
at least $3,000,000 would be required 
to undo what has been done under two 
previous bond issues, and our last 
stage would be worse than our first, 
and we should probably find our- 
selves the laughingstock of other 
more progressive cities to boot. Can 
we afford such a price, not for our 
schools, but for our undoing? Can we 
afford the »~heaval and loss of mo- 
rale?”’ 

No! Let us keep our faces ever to 
the rising sun of educational better- 
ment. Let us stand like a stone wall 
in opposition to every form of reac- 
tion that would degrade the educa-

miralty court in 1925, the decising be- 
ing upheld by the supreme court of 
Canada. A number of legal experts, 
however, feel that the cases are not 
analogous, as that the chase after 
the North .was begun within three 
miles of the Canadian coast and ended 
in seizure five miles off the coast: 
The coast guard’s report said- the 
I’m Alone was “within .four leagues 
(approximately 15 miles) of our 
coast” while the captain of the ship 
has said that the vessel was nearly 
15 miles off the coast. Other coast 
guard statements estimated the dis- 
tance at eight miles from the coast. 
While both the British and Cana- 
dian governments conceded the right 
of search and seizure of a rum-run- 
ning vessel within “one hour’s sail” 


of the coast, they have always main- 
tained their stand that “hot pursuit” 
—-such as the case of the I'm Alone 
is considered to be—must begin with- 
in the three-mile limit. The state de- 
partment is understood to recognize 
this position. . 

International law experts today 
questioned whether the Dexter. which 
took up the chase after the Wolcott. 
did not commit a breach of interna- 
tional law by sinking the vessel since 
it had not been in continuous pursuit 
with the suspected ship in sight. If the 
British and Canadian governments 
should file protests it is expected they 
will contend that “continuous pursuit’ 
did not take place. 

Both the British and Canadian rep- 
resentatives in Washington are await- 
ing reports which were mailed today 
from the British consulate at New Or- 
leans on the entire subject.

‘game. It accomplished its purpose. The fact also that Judge 
Landis has safeguarded the rights of players as well as club 
owners helped keep the game healthy. 

The magnates may fume and fuss when, as in the case in 
point, they are caught violating the rules and suffer financial 
losses, but they nae no serious coon of curtailing Landis’ power. 


JUDGE IS NO SLEUTH. 

The office of the Judge is judicial. It is not a secret service 
bureau. The Judge does not have 
records to catch an offender; he merely adjudicates complaints 
as they are brought to him,

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Tank Controversies. 


As a rule, it is only over 
the matter of football that col- 
leges sever diplomatic rela- 
tions. 1 believe that there once 
was a celebrated breach be- 
tween two of the eastern col- 
leges over a baseball game in 
which the players became as 
heated as the Old Orioles. But 
this was the exception. 

In New York Columbia meets 
New York university at what 
might be called the minor 
sports. Other colleges which 
have severed football rélations 
meet in basketball, baseball and 
some of the other pastimes. 
Ping-pong teams from. those 
two warring universities are _ 
meet in the very near future. 

It was not so long ago that 
swimming was regarded as one 
of the minor sports, and in- 
tercollegiate swimming meets 
caused no excitement among 
the old grads who have no 
little influence in bringing 
about intercollegiate feuds. But 
very recently the swimming 
meets have attracted no little 
attention and the old grads are 
Starting to write letters about 
disputed points in some of the 
recent swimming meets and to 
Suggest. amendments to the 
rules. Judging from one of the 
letters, there may be develop- 
ing grounds for a breach be- 
tween Yale and Rutgers in the 
matter of swimming. 

This would be deplorable in- 
deed, for it seems that Yale 
meets Rutgers only in the reg- 
lation tank. There are no tiers 
of seats crowded with cheer- 
ing sections at this sport, 
hence it is hard to see how any 
bitterness could be developed. 
But bitterness there is over the 
Yale-Rutgers meet, as the fol- 
lowing letter from D. B, 
Browning would indicate: 

‘In a way, I suppose one 
Should-be prepared for almost 
anything that happens in a 
sport where the contestants do 
most of their performing ‘in a 
horizontal position.’ But last 
Saturday night, at New Haven, 
in connection with the dual 
Swimming meet between Rut- 
gers and Yale to decide the in- 
tercollegiate team champion- 
ship some very strange things 
happened after an_ equally 
‘Strange Interlude.’ Anyway, 
some of us haven't quite fig- 
ured it all out yet. The ques- 
tion seems to be: What is an 
illegal turn, if any, and how 
long should it take for one to 
be recognized by a competent 
official—again, if any? (I 
thank you, sir, for teaching me 
that phrase.) 

“I wish that you, as a sport- 
ing expert, would straighten us 
out on these complicated mat- 
ters; because, to be perfectly 
frank, some of us boys are be- 
ginning to define an illegal turn 
as just any old turn of events 
that puts Yale one the little end 
of the score, and to reason that 
therefore it naturally cannot be 
detected until the meet is quite 
all over and the sum total of

“Of course, it isn’t so very 


important, really; for, as Mr. 


Harburger so _  deprecatingly 


puts it: ‘It was only a swim- 


ming meet.’ And, after all, no- 
body cares much who the of- 
ficial champions are, so long as 
they get that way by waiving 
the rules, rather than by ruling 
the waves. 

“Still, 1 know that you are 
tremendously interested in the 
science of sporting sanitation, 
or you wouldn't be forever 
probing about with your {fa- 
mous ‘finger of suspicion’ in 
an effort to locate the spots of 
greatest putrefaction in. the 
fast-decaying corpse of the 
cauliflower industry, the way 
you do. Sol just thought I'd 
warn you that the other night 
in New Haven some of us boys 
seemed to think that we de- 
tected a rather peculiar odor 
not particularly reminiscent of 
Cologne—except, perhaps, as 
described it. Mind 
you this may have been mere- 
ly another symptom of the 
second childhood of us old 
grads—‘sans teeth, sans eyes, 
Sans taste, sans everything,’ in- 
cluding olfactory nerves. But 
then, too, it is perhaps just 
possible that there really may 
be something rotten in the in- 
tercollegiate fish market.” 
The Matter of Scoring. 

Until very recentiv none of 
the old grads cared how 4a 
swimming meet was scored. 
That seemed to concern only 
the men in the tank, the 
coaches and a few of the 
watchers at the water's edge. 
But the growing interest in 
that sport may be the cause 
of the appointment of a swim- 
ming meet rules committee, 
along the same lines as the 
football rules committee, which 
will provide new rules for 
swimming meets each year. 

Mr. Winthrop M. Otis, a 
Princeton alumnus, derides the 
present scoring system as fol- 
lows: 

“Undoubtedly you have no- 
ticed the unusual number of 
intercollegiate swimming meets 
held this season which have 
been decided by the final 
event——the relay. Carrying 
with it the invaluable total of 
eight points, the majority of 
coaches have concentrated to a 
remarkable extent upon this 
one race. (Witness Bob Kip- 
huth’s withholding of Howland 
and Messimer from the 100- 
yard sprint in order to have 
them in shape for the relay 
against Rutgers last Friday.) 

“This not too edifying spec- 
tacle has been prevalent for the 
last few seasons, but this year 
has become more prominent 
than heretofore. Something 
should be done forthwith to 
remedy this situation. Why not 
omit the other swimming 
events and then stage the re- 
lay race? Perhaps it might 
prove more diverting to sched- 
ule’ a tea-dance in the gym 
from 3 to 5 and then all re- 
pair to the adjoining pool for 
the one swimming feature. 

“Seriously, it does appear as 
if too high a premium were 
now placed upon a Single 
event. All that a coach needs 
today is two or three men to 
place his team in a position 
where the relay victory. will 
decide the meet. In themselves 
the preliminary contests mean 
little, which is unfair to the 
backstroke swimmers, divers, 
etc., who have labored hard 
and becomé proficient at their 
respective specialties. 

“Do you not agree with me 
that four points would be suf- 
ficient reward for a relay vic- 
tory? By virtue of this point 
reduction the preceding races 
might resume their rightful 
place in the sun and once more 
arouse the attention of the 
spectators, whose _ interest 
could thus be maintained 
throughout the duration of the 


meet.” 
It Might Happen. 

If the interest in these swim- 
ming meets continues to in- 
crease at this rate, the time 
is not far distant when they 
will have a swimming tank in 
the center of the Yale Bowl— 
one that can be covered when 
the swimming season is over.

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Heavy Liquidation Drops 
Stock Prices Lower From 
Two to Ten Points During 
Heavy Season. 


New York, March 25.—Stocks open- 

ed with prices mixed but with more 
declines than advances and trading 
narrow. Early in the morning there 
was some recovery but it was short 
lived and followed by resumed heavy 
liquidation such as witnessed Satur- 
day and Friday. Prices were down 
anywhere from two to ten points or 
more. 
‘ Today's heavy selling of stocks re- 
sulted from developments in the local 
credit situation at San 
Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland and Mont- 
real. All of the cities named, espe- 
cially the first two, are carrying many 
unsold, new local securities together 
with local and New York Stock Ex- 
change collateral on margin. It was 
painted out in this column at the 
clése of last week that the weekly fed- 
eral reserve statement had shown bor- 
rowings of member banks in the Chi- 
cago federal reserve district from the 
federal reserve bank there up $23.- 
000,000 for the week to a total of 
$237,.000,000 against only $208.000.- 
O00 total borrowings of member banks 
in this federal reserve distriet with 
the reserve ratio of the Chicago fed- 
eral reserve bank dewn to 61 against 
Sl for the New York Federal Reserve 
bank. 

At the close of last week meetings 
were held at Chicago between member 
banks, investment houses, issuing 
houses and stock brokers with the 
member bankers taking the position 
that loans on security collateral had 
to be reduced. 

Had to be Reduced, 


It is understood that the member 


| bankers pointed out that loans on se- 


curity collateral all around had to be 
cut down; that borrowers were told 
that it was necessary to throw se- 
curities overboard at a sacrifice: that 
time would be allowed for orderly 
liquidation, but that borrowings must 
be reduced. ; 

In the meantime officials of well- 
known Chicago corporations such as 
Montgomery Ward and Sears-Roebuck 
were told that they had made most 
of their money at home and should 
now lend a hand in straightening out 
the local situation by calling loans 
made in the New York call money 
market and placing the funds thus 
raised in the Chicago call market. 
This attitude. on the part of Chi- 


Francisco, 


cago banks, had much to do with the 
trend of eall money rates in this 
market. The opening rate was 9 per 
cent, Then as loans were called the 
rate advanced by steps to 10, then to 
12 and then to 14. 

Before the call money rate began 
to soar the rate on bankers’ accept- 
ances here, at Boston, at Chicago and } 
elsewhere was advanaed another 1-8 
per cent the rate for 90 days, the 
most important being 5 3-4 to 5 5-8. 

This means that the federal reserve 
banks are continuing their policy of 
allowing their holdings of bankers’ ac- 
ceptances paper to mature without 
replacing it with new similar paper. 
The result is that others must take 
care of the bankers’ acceptances which 
the federal reserve banks have been 
carrying which at the beginning of 
this year amounted to $1,225,000,000 
with the holdings of the member 
banks of this paper less than $100,- 


000,000, 
Used Elsewhere. 

Credit being borrowed by the mem- 
ber banks from the federal reserve 
banky at 5 per cent and some banks 
at 4 1-2 was being used elsewhere, 
largely from brokers’ loans. 

It is plain that the New York mem- 
ber banks have been’ preparing for 
months for what is now taking place. 
On January 2 of this year the brok- 
ers’ loans being made by member 
bankers in this federal reserve dis- 
trict footed up $1,516,000,000. Last 
Thursday’s statement showed the to- 
tal down to $1.091,000,000. On Jan- 
uary 2 the brokers loans being made 
by banks here for the account of out- 
of-town banks stood at $1,648,000,- 
000. Last Thursday the figure was 
$1.768,000,000. On January 2 the to- 
tal brokers loans made by member 
banks here for the account of others, 
meaning corporations and individuals, 
stood at $2,166,000,000. Last Thars- 
day this figure was $2,934,000. )0.

Following the shakiness, which will 
probably be momentary, resulting 
from “‘guesses’” as to the new crop, 
the condition of the existing world 
supply of American cotton. is certain 
to result in advances, unless a much 
larger crop is apparent for the year 
han last. 

Demand for cotton cloth goods con- 
tinues strong. The Hunter Manu- 
facturing and Commission Company 
reports sales for the week to be 50 
per cent in excess of production. This 
for the fourth week at the same rate 
or better. 

The fact that record production has

Although stock market 
counted at times as a noticeable bear- 
ish influence regarding wheat, an out- 
standing feature was the feadiness 
with which wheat offerings were ab- 
sorbed. Commission houses and pit 

speculators were good buyers of wheat 
future deliveries, and notice was tak- 
en of 301,000 bushels decrease of the 
United States wheat visible supply in 
the last week, but it was also pointed 
out the decrease was less than in some 
quarters had been looked for. 

Crop news today about wheat was 
of a mixed character, especially from 
Kansas and Oklahoma, but as a rule 
was construed as generally favorable. 

Friends of higher prices for corn de- 
rived encouragement from a rather 
bullish estimate of the Argentine 
corn erop, 215,000,000 — bushels, 
amount smaller than the surplus of 
either of the two seasons preceding. 
Shipping sales of corn here today to- 
taled 130,000 bushels. On the other 
hand, outside markets sold 50.000 
bushels to come to Chicago. Oats 
averaged higher with other grain, and 
affected somewhat by a forecast of 
unfavorable weather for seeding 

Provisions were easier, responsive 
to downturns in the value of hogs.

2 points to 256, but were unable to 
withstand the burst of selling. 

The Van Sweringen’s Investment 
Trust Alleghany Corporation hs got 
down to 100 for the first time since 
their offering two months ago at that 


figure. American International 5 1-2s 
were fractionally lower. A railroad 
convertible—Atchison 4 1-2s—slump- 
el a point to 112, a record low, and 
Dodge Brothers 6s again fell helow 
100, establishing’ a new low at 99 1-8. 

International Telephone Convertible 

1-2s, closed fractionally lower on 
the day at 116 1-2 after spurting tog 
119, a point under their high, in the 
early ,trading. Porto Rican- American 
Tobacco 6s. which are convertible into 
Congress Cigar common, broke more 
than 2 points, . and the reorganized 
Wickwire Spencer Steel convertible 
7 1-2s dropped nearly 4 points to a 
record low at 42 1-8.
